103 - Old fatanini 116 - New Testament, 71 - Church History and Doctrine for a total 
of 290. This with or-vious graduates was 73 per cent of High School enrollment. In the 
fall a trio was planned for meetings and visits to the Manti and st. George Temoles 
similar to those to the Northern Temoles last year. In the early morning before leaving, 
word came from the First Presidency that such visits and meetings were not permissable.
